CHANG TAKES TO DRINK. 


‘About the year 1869 Chang, who was’ 
of a cheerful disposition, began to drink 
rather heavily. In 1872, during a voyage 
from Liverpool to New York, he got an 
apoplectic stroke. He recovered from the 


stroke, ‘but from» that date -he~ wus no’|: 


longer able» te» mount stairs without: 
difficulty, and for that reason the twins 
took to living in rc ns on the ground 
floor. On the evening of the twelfth of 
January 1874, Chang got an attack of 
bronchial-pneumonia. On the third day 
his symptons had somewhat moderated, 
and-he pérspiied profuscly. Next day the’ 
twins had 6 travel to another town, as 
they were on tour at the time. The 
weather was very cold, and the journey 
was made in an open carriage. 

On the following evening, which was a 
Friday, Chang complained of a feeling 
of constriction on his chest and of the 
impossibility of lying down. After the 
twins had retired they were heard getting 
up again and going on to the verandah, 
where they drank some water, and then 
went back to their room. They lit a wood 
fire and sat in front of it. Eng. soon 
began to complain of weariness, but 
Chang declared that it was impossible for 
him to breathe lying down. At last, how- 
ever, they both lay down and slept. At 
dawn Eng called to one of his sons, who 
occupied an upper room, to come down and 
to wake Chang. The boy almost 
immediately cried out, ‘‘ Uncle Chang is 
dead.” Eng sighed and said, ‘“‘Then I 
must die too.” He asked them to move 
the body of Chang nearer to him, and 
then he desired them to rub his arms 
and legs which they did for half an hour. , 
He then complained of a feeling of! 
cénstriction, and wished to sit up in hed». 
so he was propped up. His consciousness 
remained clear, but little by little he. 
hecame weaker and sank down in the bed, | 
He died quietly about two hours from the 
time of the discovery of his brother's 
death.

The Biddenden Maids. The Reader will 
observe, by the Plate cf them, that they 
lived together in the above State Thirty- 
‘four Years, at the Expiration of which 
Time one of them was taken ill, and in a 
short time died; the Surviving One was 
advised to be separated from the Body of 
“the Deceased Sister by Dissection, but she 
absolutely refused the Separation by 
Saying these Words: ‘As we came 
together; We also will go together,’ and 
in the Space of about Six Hours after her 
Sister’s Decease, she was taken ill and 
‘died also.’’ 

By their will they bequeathed to the 
churchwardens of the Parish of Biddenden 
and their successors, churchwardens for 
ever, certain pieces or parcels of land in 
the Parish of Biddenden, containing 
twenty acres, more or less, which now let 
at 40 guineas per annum. ‘‘ There are 
usually made, in commemoration of these 
wonderful phenomena of Nature, about 
1,000 rolls, with their impression printed 
‘on them, and given away to all strangers 
on Easter Sunday after Divine Service in 
the afternoon; also about 500 quartern 
loaves, and cheese in proportion, to all 
the poor inhabitants of the said Parish.” 


SUCCESSFUL OPERATIONS 


The first succesful operation on 
imperfectly separated twins (indeed, the 
most successful up to the present day), 
was performed in 1689 by Konig on two 
female twins, Elizabeth and Catherine. 
A ligature: was tied round the band 
uniting the sisters. This was drawn 
tighter every day, until at length the 
bridge of tissue had narrowed sufficiently 


to allow of the operation’s being 
completed with a knife. Both twins 
survived and flourished. Undoubtedly, 


the success was due to the fact that in 
their case the connecting band consisted 
mainly of skin and bone, and contained 
no large bicod-vessels or important 
internal organs. 

Other cases which have been operated 
on, althouvh not so successfully, are of 
comparatively recent date, and include 
the two French sisters, Maria-Rosalina, 
and the little Indian twins, Radica- 
Doodica (also girls). Maria and 
Rosalina were joined by a much wider 
bridge of tissue than was the case in any 
of the twins hitherto mentioned, and a 
broad banc, of liver substance ran through 
it, also some large blood-vessels, and a 
connection from both pericardia sacs. 
loth twins survived the operation, but 
Maria died within a week from excessive 
weal:ness and oss of blood. 

The onciation on the Indian sisters, 
Nadica an 1 Doodica, was rendered impera- 
tive bv the fact that, while both were 
affected with pulmonary tuberculosis, the 
condition of Doodica was much more 
serious than tha; of her sister. The 
operation was performed on February 69th, 
1002, at Paris, by the celebrated French 
surgeon, Deven. Aithongh in this case 
also liver sr bstance and large blood-vessels 
were running. through the connecting 
band everything went off well, and the

conclusion. Unfortunately, however, 
Doodica died soon afterwards of wide-

HELENA AND JUDITH, 


Less known twins are fairly numerous. 
Among them may be mentioned the sisters 
Helena and Judith; who were born in 
Hungary in 1701. They took the veil, and 
passed most of their lives in the shelter

pleurisy, at diflerent tires, each twin, of 
course, either infecting the other, or being 


unable in turn to escape infection. 
There were also the German sisters, 
Chrissie and Millie, described by’ 


Virchow; and the Bohemian girl twins, 
Josepha and Rosalia Blaxelt, about whom 
Marchand has written. 

It is curious to nce that al] the cases 
here recorded, with the exception of the 
Siamese twins, have been of the female 
sex. All such twins must, naturally, be 
of the same sex, but the large  pre- 
of females to males, 
exhibiting this defect, must be capable of 
some explanation. Another point of 
interest is that the descendants of Chang 
and Eng Bunker (wo were the only ones, 
apparently, to marry and have children) 
were quite normai, proving that the mal- 
formation has nothing to co with heredity. 
This incomplete collection of notable 
twins may surprise some people who were 
unaware of the number of such cases 
recorded. It should be noted that, again 
with the exception of the Siamese twins, 
these cases have all been collected from | 
Europe. Prolably among semi-civilised 
or savage races such maiformed children 
would not be allowed to live, which may 
partly explaih why cases from other 
continents are conspicuous by their 
In civilised countries there are 
a good many imperfectly separated twins 
(usually seen in pathological museums), 
which have not survived birth.

Organising A bility. 


Mr. Heller, like his distinguished 
father, is noted for his organising ability. 
After a period on the staff of the City and 
Guilds of London Central Technical 
College, he became first Science Master of 
King’s College School, London, and later 
organised science instruction for the 
London Education Board. As Headmaster 
of the Birmingham Technical School, he 
initiated an important vocational 
secondary school. As a result of the 
report of the Irish Commission on Manual 
and Practical Instruction, he was trans- 
ferred to Ireland in 1900, as Head 
Organiser and Senior Inspector of Science 
Instruction to the Board of National 
Education. For the past quarter of a 
century his principal work has been the 
training of teachers in scientific instruc- 
tion. When the Education Section of the 
British Association was established Mr. 
Mayhowe Heller became Chief Secretary, 
and held that office for seven years, leav- 
ing many of his scientific interests in 
Burlington House on his transfer to the 
Irish Education Department. Both Mr. 
and- Madam Heller will remain absent 
from Ireland: Íor some months, and will 
take part in all the proceedings of the 
British Association in Capetown, Durban, 
and Johannesburg. 


A Cornish Family. 


Mr. Mayhowe Heller, who is very 
popular among his colleagues in the 
educational world, comes of an old Cornish 
family, possessing the two surnames of 
Mayhowe and Heller. Of this family was 
John Mayhowe, the Oxford Professor, who

Street Decorations. 


Your paragraph in the “ Diary’’ a few 
days ago, writes a correspondent, on the 
important matter of street decorations 
brings to mind an aspect of it which I 
have not yet seen commented upon else- 
where. As we are to have so many events 
which necessitate the decoration of shops 
and streets this year that the decorations 
will be almost continuous for about three 
months, the kind of decoration is of 
greater importance than the decoration 
itself. 


Of course, you will have noted that the 
word ‘‘decoration’’ is usually  inter- 
preted to mean flags, and so we get the 
flags of all nations, and some flags that 
no nation ever yet accepted, floating from 
eur buildings, But above, and domina- 


‘ting all these national flags. it is usual 


to float one on which is inscribed either 
the name of the firm, or some advertising 
matter. While these ‘‘ publicity ”’ 
banners “on the outward walls” may be 
useful, and even pleasantly coloured, for 
every-day use, they can hardly be said to 
be decorative. Under no circumstances 
can they be said to be flown in honour of 
some specially festive occasion when they 
may be seen every day of the year in the 
same place. 


Perhaps those who appeal for the 
decoration of buildings and streets in 
Dublin for the Catholic Emancipation, 
Civic Week, Horse Show, and other more 
or less festive occasions, would also 
appeal for the disuse of house and other 
advertising flags on such days, as flags are 
flown for decoration only. The symbolic 
flazs of Corporations do not, of course, 
come within my terms; only such flags as 
bear the names of firms and advertising 
matter. Such flags are not decorative, 
and they give the impression that they 
are flown only to attract the attention of 
visitors to the house whose name they 
bear. A hint may be sufficient.

Grace Rhys was of a gentle, sensitive 
spirit. There was about her a touch of 
other-worldliness. Perhaps, it was allied 
to her Celtic temperament ; for she was a 
true Irishwoman, and spent most of her 
childhood in the country, where she 
acquired that accurate knowledge of turns 
of speech of the Irish peasantry which is 
so well exemplified in her first novel, 
“ Mary Dominic,” written upwards of 
twenty-five years ago. Besides “Mary 
Dominic,” her principal novels, which 
have obtained a fa:c measure of success, 
are the “ Wooing of Sheila,” “ The 
Prince of Lisnover,’’ “‘The Bride,” and, 
perhaps, her finest and best, “ The Charm- 
ing of Estercell.”” Her Jast novel, 
“Eleanor in the Loft,’’ was largely con- 
cerned with scenes laid around her old 
home. 


A Noted Essayist. 


It is, however, as an essayist, rather 
than as a novelist, my friend continues, 
that Mrs. Rhys will be longest remem- 
bered, as her essays have been translated 
into most European languages, and her 
works are better known in Berlin and 
Vienna than in Dublin. Among these 
essays may be mentioned ‘‘ Five Beads on 
a String’’; “ About Many Things,” and 
“A Little Philosophy of Lov.” Mrs. 
Rhys’ most important recent contribution 
to literature was ‘‘ A Celtic Anthology,” 
published last year. It is the product of 
good judgment, love of literature and 
enthusiasm. The poets of the past and 
present—lIrish, Scotch and Welsh—are 
her debtors for the loving care which Mrs. 
Rhys has put into this book. 

In collaboration with her daughter, 
Stella, Mrs. Rhys wrote the larger part 
of an Exmoor: novel clled “ The Seven 
Heirs of Bascombe,’’ which will be pub- 
is - shortly. During her stay in New 
York. 


A Kindly Thought. 


A friend who: has recently been a 
patient in a city hospital told me of a 
kindly act performed by an unknown 
sympathiser.

Putting Mouths on Rivers. 


There are a couple of rivers on the West 
coast of Clare which have no mouths. 
They meander along the countryside seek- 
ing an outlet to the sea. But, when they 
get to the beach, they find their way 
blocked by a stretch of foreshore consist- 
ing of a huge mass of boulders, gravel and 
sand. Confronted with this barrier, they 
have to halt, and their waters seep slowly 
through it. In dry weather this seepage 
proceeds without attracting special 
notice. But, in seasons of heavy rains, 
the rivers become swollen; they rush in 
torrents up to the barrier; dcolation 
offers no substantial relief ; and the water 
is driven back and across the adjoining 
lands. The result of this is that at 
Cloghauninchy, for instance, a few miles 
south of Quilty, hundreds of acres of good 
land have regularly been sumberged for 
six months of the year. Cocks of hay 
floating about in turbid water have been a 
common sight in the season, and grave 
loss. was inflicted on the owners. A 
further source of loss was that, when the 
floods subsided, a residue of rotten grass 
covered the fields, and, when the new 
grass struggled through this in the follow- 
ing spring, the mixture was dangerous to 
cattle, as it conduced to murrain and 
other ailments. To obviate this flooding 
and the consequent loss to tenant pur- 
chasers, the Irish Land Commission have 
just completed the task of putting a 
mouth on the Mullagh River. 


“ A Hydrostatic Paradox.” 


The tenants used to try to relieve the 
floods by breaking through the foreshore. 
Standing up to their waists in water, they 
tore at the boulders and sand until a 
small passage was made across them to 
the sea. The pent-up flood waters rushed 
into this passage, and, so long as their 
momentum was sufficient, they carved a 
way through the barrier, widening and 
deepening it. But, when the pressure 
eased off, the Atlantic surges resumed 
their job of replacing the boulders and 
sand, and, in a few hes or a week, the 
barrier was just as strong as ever, and the 
river was again without a mouth. A new 
type of culvert, designed by Mr. William 
Mairs, B.E., B.A., A.M.LC.E., Land 
Commission Inspector, has now been run 
through the foreshore. It is 120 feet in 
covered length, 6 feet in height, and 4 
feet in width, and is so constructed as to 
give the water flowing through it sufficient 
velocity to remove any sand or gravel 
driven into it by heavy seas. There are 
four blow holes in the crown of the .cul- 
vert, so that when floods meet strong tides 
the water belches up to a height of several 
feet just as if a whale had come ashore to 
breathe at Cloghauninchy. ® momen- 
tum of the current rushing through the 
culvert drives the fresh water out through 
the strongest tides, and the path of the 
stream can be distinctly seen for a score 
of yards tearing out to sea. It splits t'.e 
waves, tossing them on either side, and, 
as the sea rises on the beach to a consider- 
ably higher level than the surface sí the 
water on the inland side of the culvert, 
there is some justification for the descrip- 
tion of “a hydrostatic paradox.”’

Banshee at Shane’s Castile. 


Lord O’Neill, who is 22 years of age, 
succeeded his grandfather, the second 
Baron, in November last, and is a 
lieutenant in the 8th Hussars. His 
father, ne pus the Hon. Arthur O’Neill, 
was killed in action in 1914, and his 
mother is the eldest daughter of the 
Marquis of Crewe. 

Shane’s Castle, his beautiful residence 
which was destroyed by fire in 1922, 1s 
situated near the shores of Lough Neagh, 
and has long been the seat of a noble line 
of old Irish chieftains. The O’Neills have 
been a Royal race in Ulster ever since it 
had a history, and they are not less 
famous than ancient. 

In connection with Royal families, it 
has.long been a tradition that the Banshee 
attends upon them to warn of danger or 


approaching death. For ages the Ban- 
shee has n associated with Shane's 
Castle. The Banshee is the wildest of all 


the Irish superstitions. The spirit 
assumes the form of a woman, sometimes 
young and beautiful, sometimes old and 


ugly; her long hair floats over her 
shoulders, and she is attired in loose, 
white drapery. RF 
The Red Hand. 

Another tradition in connection with 
the O'Neill family is of interest. In the 


Arms oí Ulster it will be seen fhat the 
“red hand ” has a prominent position. It 
was introduced thus:—In an ancient 
expedition. for the conquest of Ireland, 
the leader declared that whoever would 
first touch the shore should possess the 
territory. One of his followers, coveting 
the reward, and seeing that another boat 
was likely to reach the land first, seized 
an axe, and with it cut off his left hand, 
which he flung on shore, and so was the 
first to touch it. He claimed the soil, and 
from him sprang the O’Neills, the Royal 
race of Ulster. Hence it is that a sinister 
hand gules became the armorial ensign 
of the province. 

The crest of the family is “ The Bloody 
Hand,” with the motto, “ Lamh dhearg 
Eainn,' “The Red Hand of Ireland.” 


An Irish Romantic Play. 


The next programme at the Dublin 
Gate Theatre Studio, to be presented next 
week, is to consist of a series of one-act 
plays. There will be a short play by Mr. 
John Galsworthy which has not hitherto 
been seen in a Dublin theatre, and one by 
Nicholas Evreinov, which was staged at 
the Abbey Theatre about eight years ago. 
But, perhaps, the most interesting item 
for a Dublin audience will be the new 
play by An Philibin, which is included in 
the bill for first production. 

‘This little play. which will introduce 
An Philibin to the stage, deals with one 
of the old Irish love-tales, and those who 
have read it believe it will be very 
effective on the stage. It is odd that the 
Abbey Theatre, founded so that “ fine 
words might be spoken finely,’’ nowadays 
seem to be in dread of the verse-play. 
“The Son of Learning” could find no 
hospitality there, so it went, very 
appropriately, to Cambridge, and in 
“ Diarmuid and Grania’’ there was a 
play which the Abbey might have staged. 

The author of this new one-act romantic 
play is already well known as a poet. 
Several small volumes of his poems have 
been published here, and he is familiar 
to many as a contributor to our literary 
reviews. In his private life he is a hard- 
working medical man, who spent a con- 
siderable part of his life in a Dublin 
fever hospital as a physician. Never, by 
any chance, has his medical knowledge 
and experience found expression ‘in his 
writing, which is usually remote from 
contemporary actuality. His stage 
début will be eagerly anticipated by 
admirers of his poems, and his play will 
certainly be handled capably by Mr. 
Hilton Edwards at the Gate Theatre 
Studio. |

EXAMINATIONS. 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sin,—The paper read by Mr. Hooper on 
““ Examination Statistics,’ as reported in your 
issue of to-day, must give much comfort to 
lrish schoolmasters, because it shows that 
the examination results are being examined 
careluily for any information of educational 
value. An examination must always be re- 
garded, from this point of view, as a tool, 
and the information which results from its 
use depends on several things. Any instru- 
ment used for such a purpose must be 
efficient; a high degree of skill must accom- 
pany its use, and the results obtained must 
be manipulated in such a way that the logical 
conclusions are reached. These considera- 
tions apply equally weil to the general ex- 
amination conducted over a wide area, and 
also to the purely local school examination. 
Insufficient attention seems to be paid to a 
consideration of the examination as an 
eticient instrument of research. 

If you want to find the weights of a num- 
ber of people, you put them up singly on 
the platform of a weighing machine and note 
the number indicated by the pointer in every 
case. If you want to test their skill or know- 
ledge in a particular subject, you ask them 
a number of questions, assign a mark for 
the answer to each, and tot up all the marks, 
which are then expressed as . percentage of 


the total possible marks. here is one 
serious difference between the weighing 


machine and the paper of questions. If a 
number of people go independently to the 
weighing machine, while some one is on the 
platform, and read the pointer, they will 
all agree as to the number it points to. If 
a given examination paper and set of answers 
be o- out to a number of people (all 
equally skilled in the use of examinations), 
probably no two of them will agree as to the 
mark to be assigned. This has, in fact. 
actually happen when 116 mat¥ermtical 
teachers marked the same paper of answers 
and awarded marks ranging from below 50 
to above 90 (out of 100). Imagine 116 people 
looking at a weighing machine when a child 
is on the platform and varying in their esti- 
mates of his weight between 30 and 90 lbs.! 
The examination obviously is not an inde- 
pendent, trustworthy instrument—at least, 
not the examination to which we are at pre 
sent accustomed. Before applying statistics 
to the results yielded by this untrustworthy 
piece of apparatus, surely we should take 
steps to make it trustworthy, and, if this 
can only be partly accomplished, let us know 
at least the trustworthiness of the results 
obtained from its use.—Yours, etc.,

THE BUTTER TRADE. 

As regards the butter trade, the position 
is very similar. Since the reorganisation of 
the business forty-six new creameries have 
been established in the Free State—many of 


them in districts where none existed for- 
merly. Organised marketing has been in- 
troduced, and the butter, which is now 
systematically chilled, reaches the market 


in first-class condition, and _ fetches a 
proportionately higher price. (Hear, hear.) 
An arrangement has been come to with the 


carrying companies, which ensures speedy 
delivery under ideal conditions. A very 
much larger output could, and should, be 
achieved in the future, more especially if 
increased. attention is given to winter pro-

During the 
transition period, naturally, the railway com- 
panies have suffered a serious loss of revenue, 
which prevented those operating in the Free 
State reducing their carrying charges to the 
extent they would have liked to do. In Great 
Britain, it Was that fact has been re- 
cognised, and is being dealt with. Here, 
where we are facing the situation on our 
own, we feel the worst has been passed, and 
it will not be our fault if we do not svon 
secure better results. 

Before I sit down I would like to say a few 
words about juvenile unemployment. The 
Dublin Chamber of Commerce has always 
taken very great interest in that subject. An 
Advisory Committee has—as you are aware— 
been formed in Dublin, and appeals have 
been made to business men, urging them to 
co-operate by employing any juveniles they 
may from time to time require through the 
Labour Exchange. Mr. John Good, T.D., has 
taken a leading part in the work, and will, 
I hope, give us his views on the subject 
later on. 

THE COST OF LIVING. 

Mr. John Good, T.D., said that as that 
was the first meeting of the Chamber at 
which their new President, Sir Walter Nugent, 
presided, he would like to convey their con- 
gratulations to him. He was cne of their 
outstanding citizens, and one of their most 
successful bainis men, and they were glad 
to see him occupying the honoured ofhce of 
President of that Chamber. (Hear, hear.) 

Referring to the cost of living, he said that. 
they were delighted to see that the cost of 
living had fallen, but when they compared 
the reduction with the reduction at the other 


side of the Channel he did not 
think that the fall was quite so 
great. The cost of living was a very impor- 


tant one for this State, because on 
the cost of living depended the cost of pro- 
duction. The very existence of the State 
depended on their ability, not only to ex- 
port agricultural produce, but to hold their 
own against all comers in the Great English 


market. 
JUVENILE EMPLOYMENT. 

The problem of juvenile employment was 
one of the most urgent problems of the day. 
Boys and girls were being educated by the 
State at very great expense, and yet they 
got no chance of making use of the educa- 
tion, many of them being most brilliant. 
If it were a serious question for members 
of that Chamber to get their boys and girls 
placed in situations, how much more serious 
was it for the poor workingman or the 
widow with five or six children to get their 
children into situations. 

There had been set up a Juvenile Advisory 
Committee on unemployment, on which that 
Chamber had three representatives. Last 
2.272 hoys had made application and 
2.473 girls for employment, and all that the 
Committee could place in positions out of 
that number were 240 boys and 263 girls. 

The President, bringing the meeting to a 
close, impressed on the members the necessity 
for a strong chamber, which was more neces- 
sary now than ever before. This vear there 
would come to Dublin and the Free State 
more visitors from every part of the world 
than ever before. Commercial men were com- 
ing from all parts of Englard.

the question of how the Erasmus Smith 
Endowment should be di of was 
entirely and purely a legal ques- 


for any person feeling aggrieved to brin 
matter into Court aoe have the matter deter- 
mined. ‘The second would be for the existing 
governors of the Erasmus Smith Trust them- 
selves to go into Court and get from the 
Court an interpretation of the various char- 
ters and Acts. The third way would be to 
set up a Tribunal Commission, because it 
was only judges who would decide this ques- 
tion, which was purely one of law. 

Course one or two, which would be the 

legal way, would be, to his mind, the most 
satisfactory manner of settling the matter. 
If, however, steps were not taken to bring 
the matter before the Courts within a very 
reasonable time, and if the promoters of the 
present resolution would bring forward an- 
other motion in different terms, uesting 
the Executive Committee to set up a Judicial 
Commission, then the Government would in- 
troduce legislation setting up such a tribunal. 
The tribunal would be composed of three 
judges selected by the Chief Justice. He 
appealed to the promoters of the resolution 
to accept that suggestion. 
Professor THRIFT (Ind., Dublin Univer- 
sity} said that the Minister had stated the 
osition in a nutshell. He agreed with the 
inister’s view that this was entirely and 
purely a legal matter. He could say with con- 
fidence that not a single one of those who were 
at present administering the Erasmus Smith 
Trust had any wish whatever to hold this 
trust if it were not believed that this was 
purely a Protestant Endowment. He could 
add that so anxious were they in that respect 
that they had already proceeded to consult 
counsel as to the possibility of taking the 
matter into court. He had no doubt that 
if the decision of the lawyers was favourable 
to such a “e they would take the matter 
into court. le would ask the proposers of 
the resolution to withdraw the motion on the 
understanding that immediate steps would be 
taken to have the matter determined by 
court. That would save the regrettable pro- 
cedure of having the matter discussed 
through the stages of a bill in that House. 


INACCURATE STATEMENTS. 
He was not admitting that anything said 


by the proposer or seconder of the resolution 
was acce by him. Those statements 
were g inaccurate or incomplete, but he 


would not go into details at that stage. He 
did not want anyone to go away from tuat 
debate with the slightest feeling that. there 
was a desire on any one’s part to hold on 
to this endowment against the strict inter- 
pretation of the law in the matter, or even 
a desire to cause any delay in the getting 
of that strict interpretation.

It 
was not a Trinity College question at all. 
Trinity College was interested only to the 
extent of £150 or £200 a year, which it was 
obliged to receive. 

JUSTICE ONLY. 
All they desired in this matter was that 
justice should be done, ‘He would like the 
promoters of that resolution to take every 
step to find out what the founder of the 
trust really desired. 
Reference had been made to mal-adminis- 
tration, and the proposer of the resolution 
seemed to accuse the Board of that charge. 
Commissions with regard to the endowment 
had been held from 1791 to 1878, on which 
members of both Churches were represented, 
and no fault was ever found with the 
administration of the trust. _ 
He thought that the question should be 
dealt with in a place where it could be 
argued in a purely legal way. He believed 
that a legal investigation would acquit the 
Board of maladministration. The English 
schools set up under the endowment had 
almost ceased to exist as schools of the 
Board. Only the buildings remained, and 
they had been handed over to the State.

HIGH IN THE ESTEEM OF THE 


PEOPLE. 


Resuming the debate on Mr. Ruttledge’s 
amendment that the Garda Siochana vote

Mr. LEMASS (F.F., Dublin, South) said 
that there appeared to be an excessive num- 
ber of officers in relation to the actual num- 
ber of Guards. Why was it necessary to 
have such a large proportion of superin- 
tendents?’

Guards were 
not ‘‘ eight-hours-day '” men, but were liable 
to be called on at anv hour, and were of 
the greatest possible assistance fo the country 
people of the district in which they were 
placed. If everv Guard took the care which 
one who visited him did to collect agricul- 
tural statistics, there would be little idle 
time. The Guards were a superior class of 
men, who took up the work because they 
liked it—there were many Irishmen in the

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BOY’S CLAIM FAILS. 
BEFORE JUDGE GLEESON. 

Stanley McConkey, a minor, suing by his 
father, William McConkey, Main street, 
Howth, claimed from Leo Brady, of Qui si 
Sano, Blackrock, £50 damages for loss 
sustained owing to negligence of the 
defendant, or his servants, in the manage- 
ment of a motor car, whereby the boy was 
knocked down. 

It appeared that the boy was cycling from 

Howth to Sutton Cross on July 24th of last 
year, when he was struck by a motor car 
which came from behind. 
For the defence it was stated that the 
boy, without giving any warning, turned 
his bicycle completely round to return to 
Howth, and struck the car.

MOTOR CAR IN, TOW. 


DAMAGES FOR INJURED DUBLIN 
MAN. 


Henry Green, of 1 North Richmond street, 
Dublin, clerk, sued. Albert Tipple, of Tipple’s 
Garage, Thomas’s lane, Cathedral street. 
motor engineer, for £150, for personal 
injuries sustained by being knocked down 
by a motor car, the property of the 
defendant. at Killarney street on December 
28th, 1927. 

Plaintiff’s case was that as he was cross- 
ing the street, about 5 p.m., he was tripped 
by a tow-rope between two motor cars. 
There was no light on the second car and 
he could not see the rope. He was struck 
by the second car and knocked down. He 
was in hospital for eleven days, 

For the. defendant it was stated that the 
plaintiff walked across the street with his 
head down, and was prevented from walking 
against the first car by the driver sounding 
the horn. The second car, which was being 
towed, was also in charge of a driver, and 
the rate of speed was no greater than three 
miles per hour. 

In giving a decree for £35 with £4 14s. 
witnesses’ expenses, the Judge said that 
the operation of one car towing another 
was very risky, even in broad daylight, and 
was all the more risky in what counsel 
had described as semi-darkness.

carry out our pledged word to the company 
that they should work to-day (Friday). 

“The meeting of the workmen involved, 
embracing 17 Unions (1,500 men), and 
eparoximately 100 non-affiliated men, en- 

rsed the Council’s action (five dissenting) 
and pledged themselves to carry out the 
directions of the Council, and resume work 


to the Railway Company. 

“The Council will be in session this after- 
noon and evening, and will be pleased to 
hear from you, if it is the intention of your 
company to resume negotiations on the points 
in dispute. 

“We suggest that a conference will be

To-night at the Strand Theatre a new 
comedy, by Miss Audrey Scott, daughter of 
Mr. E. V. Lucas, the brilliant essayist, was 
presented for the first time.

It is sufficient to 
say that the authoress has a neat gift of 
dialogue, some wit, and the power of draw- 
ing some of her characters shrewdly. But 
me who practise immorality for the sake 
of being smart are not worth writing a play 
about. 
Miss Gillian Lind, who has hitherto played 
minor rdles, sustained the difficult part of 
the conventional young girl very cleverly. She 
suggested the correctly brought-up girl in 
the first act with considerable skill, but her 
acting when she was supposed to have de- 
generated was not quite so convincing.

Britain’s Verdict. 

There are 615 seats in the House of 
Commons, and, as we write, the results 
of 598 contests at Thursday’s general 
election have been declared. They refute 
even the modest faith of the London 
Stock Exchange. In the late Parlia- 
ment Labour held 160 seats; to-day 
it holds 288 seats, and its victories 
have not been confined to the urban and 
industrial areas. The Conservatives, who 
were 396 in the late Parliament, have 
been reduced to 250, and have suffered the 
loss of half-a-dozen minor Muinisters. 
Despite Mr. Lloyd George’s confident pre- 
dictions, the Liberals, who were 46 in the 
late Parliament, gained only seven seats, 
although their aggregate vote was only 
three millions less than the aggregate of 
eight millions which won 128 seats for the 
Socialists. It is clear that the Liberals have 
done much damage to the Conservatives, 
with no conspicuous benefit to themselves. 
The outstanding result of the contest, 
however, is the defeat—heavy beyond ex- 
pectation—of Mr. Baldwin’s Government. 
His party has been rejected throughout 
the country—even in some of its tradi- 
tional strongholds—and Northern Ireland 
is among the faithless faithful only found. 


of this débacle. Mr. Baldwin has shared 
thie fate of the eagle which perceived a 
feather of its own on the shait that killed 
it. His defeat is not due to any violent 
change of opinion among the mature man- 
hood and womanhood of Great Britain. 
He owes it to the five or six millions 
of young girls with whom his own 
legislation has swelled the electorate. 
It was almost inevitable that they should 
be cupide@ rerum novarum. 

Fortunately, although the Conservatives 
have lost the election, no other party 
can claim a _ decisive victory. On 
the results of 598 contests the Socialists 
would be in a minority of fiíteen 
to the joint forces of Conservatism 
and Liberalism. It is unlikely that this 
minority will be reduced considerably, if 
at all, by the undeclared results, whiclf 
include those of the universities. Thus 
Mr. Ramsay Macdonald must temper a 
proud boast with a confession of vital 
failure. For:the first tim: in history the 
Labour Party is the largest party in the 
House of Commons, but it will be unable 
to form an independent Government. To 
some extent, indeed, the situation of 1923 
has reproduced itself. Mr. Baldwin 
remains Prime Minister, and the general 
belief is that he will not resign 
immediately, but, as Prime Minister, will 
meet the House of Commons when it 
assembles on the 25th June. Then, on his 
Government's first defeat, he will resign. 
Thereafter Mr. Macdonald, at the King’s 
instance, may take office, but he will not 
be his own master. The essential fact of 
the new position is that Mr. Lloyd George, 
with his platoon of Liberals, holds the 
balance of power. Naturally he refuses 
to say how he will employ it, but two 
courses are possible, though one of them— 
an alliance on terms with the Con- 
servatives—is highly improbable. The 


other course is a Labour-Liberal alliance, 
which would establish a Socialist Govern- 
ment, but would prevent any substantial 
development of the Socialist Party's de- 
clared programme. Mr. Lloyd George 
would not dare—even if he were willing— 
to give the Socialists a free hand. 


The situation thus created would be 


satisfactory to no British party. The 
Conservatives, the second largest party 
in the House of Commons, would be help- 
less. The Socialist Government, thwarted 
of its designs and unable to keep its 
promises, soon would be torn ty its own 
quarrels; and responsibility for its 
conduct scon would become intolerable for 
the larger and more moderate section of 
the Liberal Party. It is probable, there- 
fore, that the stalemate will be resolved 
within the present year by another 
general election; and our hope must be 
that, when the time comes, the forces of 
constitutionalism, sobered by Socialism’s 
almost successful bid for untrammelled 
power, will offer a united front to the 
common peril.. In the meanwhile we 
have the small comfort that the result of 
Thursday's election, though sorely dis- 
appointing, might have been worse. No 
doubt, the coming months of uncertainty

Transport Uncontrolled. 

In Dál Eireann yesterday Sir James 
Craig spoke strongly on the chaos of 
omnibus traffic in the Irish Free State. 
He mentioned routes in north and south 
Dublin on which there exists ‘‘ the 
greatest possible danger to life and 
limb.” Sir James Craig declared his 
belief that, in most cases, omnibus 
drivers neglect the regulations imparted 
to them by the owners, and he com- 
plained of the gross overcrowding of 
motor-coaches which may be observed 
daily in the streets of Dublin. He 
declared himself no enemy of the new 
transport. The cost of travelling had 
been reduced and the people of the 
countryside had benefited immensely. 
Nevertheless, stricter regulation of the 
new traffic was required, and the Civic 
Guards ought to be empowered to time 
the journeys made by the motor-coaches. 
The reply of the Free State Minister for 
Justice was singularly unsatisfactory. 
‘‘The Guards were watching motor omni- 
buses as carefully as they could.’””’ We 
have said that the faults of traffic control, 
as it is exercised at present, are due 
rather to lack of powers than to lack 
of will, and Sir James Craig’s criticisms 
are of the same tenour; but Mr. 
FitzGerald-Kenney offered no assurance 
of a strengthening of the Guards’ hands. 
The Minister did not even promise that 
instructions would be given for the 
sterner exertion of existing powers. 
Legislation is not necessary to put an 
end to the perilous over-crowding of 
coaches that proceeds unchecked. We are 
prompted to wonder whether the Free 
State Ministers ever travel in a public 
conveyance. Do Mr. FitzGerald-Kenney 
and Mr. Richard Mulcahy ever stand on 
the streets of the Free State capital? 
Have they never observed the hourly con- 
gestion in the main thoroughfares, and 
the ferocious struggle for seats that 
occurs every evening at the lading 
places? The apparent indifference of the 
Free State Government to a matter which 
is one of the main topics of conversation 
among the citizens hardly could be 
exceeded if Leinster House were a 
monastery, and the Ministers devoted to 
the enclosed life of contemplation. In 
his address to the Dublin Chamber of 
Commerce yesterday Sir Walter Nugent 
also discussed the transport problem. 
His remarks concurred with those 
of Sir James Craig, concerning the 
benefits which the new transport is con- 
ferring on the land. Travel was becoming 
easier and cheaper, and rural life was 
becoming more comfortable and attractive. 
What,* however, was to be the future of 
the rival services of road and rail? Sir 
Walter Nugent expressed the belief that 
the two services would co-ordinate them- 
selves, so that road services would feed 
the railways and would extend transport 
facilities to the farthest corners of the 
land. This consummation is much to be 
desired ; but, while its accomplishment is 
delayed, ill-adjusted services make travel 


uncertain and unpleasant, and inflict grave 


economic losses on railway shareholders 
and the general public. The growing 
anarchy of the streets is matched by the 
absence of co-ordination in the national 
services. 


Zanzibar. 


The Sultan of Zanzibar arrived yester- 


day in London. His Highness will 


be the guest of the British Govern- 
ment until July 5th, and during his 
stay will visit Manchester, Glasgow 
and Edinburgh, where he will be enter- 
tained by the Corporations of those 
cities. In addition, it has been arranged, 


agreeably to his well-known interest in 


horses, that he shall: see the Derby 
and the Oaks. Seyyid Khalifa bin 
Harub, K.C.M.%., K.B.E., succeeded his 
brother, Seyyid Ali bin Hamud, in 1911, 


and, after an interval of only three years, 
was required to face the crisis of the Great 
War. In the East African zone of opera- 
tions the Protectorate of Zanzibar occu- 
pied a lone and pivotal position. Its Sultan 
is regarded by the Moslems of East and 
Central Africa as their traditional head ; 
and when Mahommedan opinion in those 
territories was excited by Turkey’s conflict 
with the Allies His Highness did much to 
steady it. His war service did not end 
here. Zanzibar provided both men and 
money on a scale out of all proportion to 
what might have been expected from a 
State of its size. Since the war the Sultan 
has shown himself to be an able ruler, 
solicitous for the welfare ot his subjects. 
As a visible proof of ].is anxiety to educate 
and develop his people he set up in 1926 
a Legislative Council. The Protectorate, 
which is self-supporting, derives the bulk 
of its wealth from the clove trade; it is 
the world’s chief supplier of this com- 
modity. In 1895 the British Government 
borrowed from the Zanzibar Treasury the 
sum of £200,000 as part of the compensa- 
tion payable to the Imperial British East 
Africa Company for the surrender of their 
charter, and Kenya Colony to-day pays 
three per cent. interest on this loan. The 
Sultan, who is accompanied by his only 
surviving son, Prince Abdulla, received the 
Prince of Wales during hi East African 
tour.

THE KING’S HEALTH.

The intimation that the King was ill 
again caused no little anxiety this morn- 
ing, but this. was allayed by the bulletin 
issued from Windsor Castle in the early 
afternoon, stating that His Majesty had 
had a fair night. His illness seems to 
have taken the form of the return of the 
former trouble, though in a less serious 
nature. The King retired for the night as 
usual on Sunday, but since then has not 
left his room. It is thought that he caught 
a chill at the tea party in the open air 
at Frogmore in honour of the Queen's 
birthday. Some surprise was expressed 
that no intimation had been given to the 
public that the King was unwell, but it 
was his personal wish that no state- 
ment should be made until last night, 
since he was anxious that the general 
election should not be affected in any 
way by the news. Until Sunday the King 
was making good progress, and while he 
had been at Windsor had gained three 
pounds in weight. 


Thankagiving Plans. 


When the King left Craigwei] House 
for Windsor many people expressed the 
opinion that it would have been as well 
had he remained by the sea until the 
treacherous month of May was over, but 
the King himself was anxious for a chance. 
His condition showed such a marked im- 
provement after his return that the doctors 
were satisfied, and pronounced him well 
enough to endure the fatigue of a visit to 
London, with attendance at the Thanks- 
giving Service. It is impossible to say 
what will be the course of events in con- 
nection with this Service; for at the 
moment it appears unlikely that the King 
will be able to take a personal part in 
the proceedings should they be held on 
June 16th. In the circumstances it is 
quite possible that the Thanksgiving Day 
may have to be postponed until a later 
date, but this will be a matter for con- 
sideration during the next few days. The 
fact that the King will be able to transact 
public business is reassuring, particularly 
in view of the possibilities attaching to 
the result of the general election. 


A Stalemate Election. 


After a most exciting day of -election 
results the Socialists find themselves with 
the cup of victory dashed from their lips 
at the very moment of success. It i: im- 
possible for them to obtain an independent 
majority of even one vote. Consequently 
the result is stalemate again, with the 
Liberals occupying a position similar to 
that which they held in the Parliament 
of January, 1924. With such a result the 
Government is justified in meeting the new 
Parliament and holding office until de- 
feated by a vote of no confidence by the 
new House of Commons. It is probable 
that this will be the course which Mr. 
Baldwin and his supporters will take, 
since no party in the House has a majority. 
A Cabinet meeting will be held in Down- 
ing street early next week, immediately 
after all the complete election returns are 
in, and a policy then will be decided. -6 
is notable that Mr. Baldwin is in a post- 
tion to call a meeting of the Cabinet 
which will be attended by nearly all its 
members ; for the losses among Ministers 


have been small. 
The Socialist Future. 


Tbe future of the Socialist Party is a 
problem; for, denied a working majority 
if it takes office, it must depend upon the 
assistance of one or other of the two 
Opposition parties. In the case of the 
Conservatives, it is conceivable that such 
support might be forthcoming for a time 
in the event of absolute necessity and with- 
out terins, except that there should be 
nothing of an extremely partisan character 
introduced by the Socialist Government. 
In the case of the Liberals, the position 
is somewhat different. Mr. Lloyd George, 
despite all that has been said, might he 
willing to keep a house for the Socialists 
en conditions, one of which certainly 
would be the introduction of a measure 
of electoral reform, since the Liberal 
leaders are of the opinion that they would 
do much better if they could secure an 
alternative vote innovation in the polling. 
The present result 1s so inconclusive, how- 
ever, that the. introduction of any im- 
portamt measure by any party is highly 
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improbable. As for Socialist. measures, 
anything of an extreme character would 
suffer at the hands of the House of Lords, 
which, in view of the enormous Conserva- - 
tive vote, to say nothing of the total anti- 
Socialist vote, would be justified in asking 
that the country should be consulted before 
such legislation was passed. 


A Further Election ? 

In political circles to-night it was pre- 
dicted that there will be another election 
before the close of the year, since the 
position is as difficult for the Liberals as 
it is for the Socialists. Parliament wiil 
not be called together for some weeks yet, 
so that all parties will have time for co-1- 
sultation and to make plans. The cnly 
certain iact arising out of the election 1s 
that the Government has been defeated at 
the polls and must await defeat in the 
House: of Commons. 


The Constitutional ( ause. 


Nothing could be more striking than tue 
difference in the reception of the election 
news this time and at the last election. 
A friend who was at the National Libera! 
Club in 1924 tells me that Labour victories 
then were cheered almost as enthusiastic- 
ally as those of the Liberals, the main 
idea being that the Government must be 
beaten. After the first night’s declaration 
this year it became evident that the issue 
of Constitutionalism versus Socialism was 
dominating every other. On all hands one 
heard it said that in future there would 
have to be a coalition of the constitu- 
tional parties against the Socialists. There 
is no doubt that a great many votes were 
cast for Labour this time with no other 
idea than that of securing a strong 
Opposition. The stampede of the new 
voters to the left was not really foreseen 
by anybody—not even by the Labour men. 


Financial Effects. 


Business on the London Stock Fx- 
change while members were watching the 
course of the election was dimost at 4 
stand-still to-day, prices being lower all 
round. There was a decline in Gilt-edged 
Stocks and Home Rails, but it was under- 
stood that the marking down was not 
due so much to actual selling as prepara- 
tion, should the final election results show 
the Socialists to possess a majority. The 
dulness was all-pervading, and other 
sections of the market were equally 


affected.

It is expected that no fewer than 
twenty thousand motof coaches and cars

A DIFFERENCE OF OPINION. 

A Press Association reporter who 

inquired. yesterday into the statement 
that Mr. Eric Dunstan has resigned as 
a result of a difference with Sir John 
Reith, the Director-General, was informed 
that this was an internal matter, and 
no statement would be made. Officials 
at headquarters would neither confirm 
nor deny the report that Mr. Dunstan 
resigned on Thursday night. 
The official announcer’s place has been 
filled, it was later stated, and “the 
B.B.C. has no statement to make on the 
inaccurate accounts of the incident which 
caused it.” 


‘LEFT AS A PROTEST.

CIVIC GUARD ESTIMATE. 


By Our SPECIAL COnREsSPONDENT. 


After their unusual physical exertions 
in the Dail on Thursday—when 21 
divisions took place—deputies were rather 
somnolent yesterday. The subjects debated 
were the estimate for the Civic Guards, 
and a motion in the names of Deputies 
Fahy (Fianna Fail), P. Hogan (Labour), 
McDonagh (Galway), and Coburn 
(National League), asking for the appoint- 
ment of a Commission to submit a scheme 
for the administration of the Erasmus 
Smith Endowment. 

If members had been less bored after a 
trying week, the debate on the Civic Guard 
estimate might have been livelier. Even 
Mr. Sean Lemass, who often spurs the 
Government Front Bench to hot retort, 
was innocuous. He urged the reorganisation 
of the .force, with a view to greater 
efficiency and cheaper cost. He was not 
in favour of maintaining small stations in 
the country, where the Guards have little 
work to do. Instead, he would concen- 
trate the men in the larger centres and 
reduce the strength of the force. ‘‘ The 
Guards are an efficient, courteous and 
popular force,” said Mr. Shaw (Govern. 
ment), a view with which his colleague. 
Mr. Wolfe, thoroughly agreed. Sir James 
Craig (Independent), however, urged that. 
while the Guards did their work well, they 
had not sufficient control over ’bus traffic. 
In some districts, he argued, 'bus drivers 
had got: completely: out of control and were 
a danger to life and limb. There would be 
no improvement until regulations were 
drafted which ould put a time-limit upon 
the departure and arrival of ’buses. 

Mr. Anthony (Labour) paid a tribute to 
the Civic Guard, but Mr. Ceannt (Fianna 
Fail) thought that they would be better 
employed ‘‘on the land, producing an 
abundant supply of food for the starving 
people.”’ 

The Minister for Justice, .in reply to 
criticism, told of the good work that. the 
Guards are doing for the State, and when 
Mr. Ruttledge’s -.otion to refer the vote 
back for reconsideration was put to the 
Dail, it was rejected by 80 votes to 42. 
and the estimate was passed. 

A brief debate on the Erasmus Smith 
Endowment motion followed. The Ministe 
for Justice held the view that the matter 
had better be referred to. the Courts, and 
with this Professor Thrift (Independent) 
agreed. He asked the sponsors of the 
motion to withdraw it on the understand 
ing that immediate steps would be taken 
to have the matter determined by the 
Courts.

(BEFORE THE MASTER OF THE HIGH 
COURT 


A case of the Great Southern Railways 
Company against the Irish Omnibus Com- 
pany, Ltd., Aston’s quay, Dublin, was listed. 
Mr. E. J. Kelly (instructed by Mr. John 
J. McDonald), who appeared for the plain- 
tiffs, said that this was a summary summotis 
on foot of a liquidated amount, and the 
amounts claimed were amounts which the 
laintiffs said were due and owing to them 
Ne the Irish Omnibus Cosnpeny for the half- 
years ended 30th November, ; dist May, 
1928, and 30th November, 1928. ’ The gross 
amount claimed for the first half-year was 
£3,361; for the second half-year £6,118, and 
for the last half. vear £13,784. There had 
been various sums paid on account, amount- 
ing in all to £4,035, and the net amount of 
the plaintiffs’ claim was £18,409. <A good 
deal of that was debt incurred in 1927, and 
still unpaid. 

Counsel moved for judgment on the affi- 
davit of Mr. James A. Gordon, a chartered 
accountant, who had been engaged by the 


plaintiffs to examine the accounts for the 
three half-years to 30th November, 1927; 
3lst. May, ‘1928, and 3th November, 1928, 


which the defendants had submitted to tho 
plaintiffs, pursuant to the agreement between 
them, dated 16th June, 1 He referred 
to a copy of the agreement and to the 
accounts for the three half-years mentioned, 
and said that he had examined each of them, 
and that the full sum claimed in the action— 
namely, the sum of £18,409 17s. 11d., after 
all just deductions and allowances, was ' justly 
due and owing to jhe plaintifis by the defen- 
dants upon the accouats, and pursuant to the 
agreement. 

One answ ering affidavit, said Mr. Kelly, 
had been put in on behalf of the Irish 
Omnibus Company, and it was made by their 


secretary, who said, in paragraph one:— 
‘The defendants have been advised by 
senior counsel, and I believe they have a 


good defence to this action, and they desire 
to enter a defenve to same, and, among 
other matters, to plead directly and alterna- 
tively the following matters which the defen- 
dants are advised “constitute a good defence 
to the action, and which involve difficult 
questions of fact end law which are properly 
the subject of a statement of defence.” 

There was nothing in that affidavit save the 
bare averment that the defendants had a 
good defence. One of their suggested de- 
fences was:—‘' A, That the agreement oí 
16th June, 1927, is ultra vires the planitiff 
company, is not binding and is of no effect.” 
He submitted that the Master must disre- 
gard that, because it did not lie in_the 
power of the omnibus company to repudiate 
an agreement which had been acted upon by 
them since the 16th June, 1927, and in pur- 
suance of which they had furnished these 
three half-yearly accounts, and made pay- 
ments on account to the Great Southern 
Railways Company. The second sug- 
gested defence was in paragraph B, and that 
suggested defence was: '' That clause Il. ot 
the said agreement should be construed, 
having regard to the facts of their case, or, 
if necessary, varied or rectified so that the 
payment iherein mentioned 'to any firm 
should, if not so paid, be credited to the 
defendants and set off by them against the 
plaintiffs’ claim or a subsequent agreement 
between the parties to this effect. 


COUNSEL'S SUBMISSION. 

In substance, that means this, said Mr. 
‘Kelly, that the Irish Omnibus Co. say that 
one of the clauses of this agreement needs 
to be rectified, and that they may be able 
to come to the court asking the court to 
vary or rectify that agreement. I submit 
that is no answer to a claim on foot. of a 
liquidated demand, and that it is im no 
way germane to the claim which is now 
made by us on foot of their half-yearly 
accounts, which were prepared by the 
Omnibus Co. and submitted to us pursuant 
to that agreement. The third suggested 
defence, C. is ‘‘ To counterclaim for damages 
suffered by the defendants by the breach by 
the plaintiffs of clause 2 of the said agree- 
ment in running “bus services contrary to 
the terms of clause 2 of the said agreement. 
As to that, said Counsel, that was merely 
a trivial question, If there was any counter- 
claim in respect of a breach, or alleged 
breach of one of the terms of the agreement 
between the parties it should be the 
subject of a separate action and should not 
hold up this claim, which was made bv 
the pleintiffs for £18,000 and upwards on 
foot of these three half-vearly accounts. 

He passed now to paragraph 2 of the 
affidavit: ‘‘The plaintiffs approached the 
defendants with regard to a purchase of the 
defendants’ concern, and the defendants 
named a price at which they would be 
willing to sell, and when this offer was sub- 
mitted to the plaintiffs they did not make 
any reply to same, demanded payment of 
the amount claimed in this action and then 
commenced these proceedings.’ 

Master—Is not that a defence’ 

Mr. Kelly—First of all, it is mot true; 
secondiy, it is not a defence; and thirdly, 
we have no power to purchase the Irish 
Omnibus Co. We could not do it legally. 
Fourthly, I will show that ample time was 
given to the defendants before this action 
was instituted, and that they disregarded 
our demand. | 

The third paragraplt of the affidavit, con- 
tinued Mr. Kelly, is ‘‘at the time the 
agreement was entered into on the 16th 
June, 1927, a fleet of only forty omnibuses 
was in contemplation between the parties, 
but so prosperous has the defendants’ 
business been since, that they now have a 
fleet of 150 omnibuses in use, to the value 
of over £170,000.” Ii might be, he said, 
that the value of the omnibuses which are 
in use by the Omnibus Co. was £170,000, 
but he thought that the defendants might, 


at least, have told them that these omni- 
buses were held by them on the 
instalment system, and not paid for: 
and the fact that their assets amounted 
in value to £170,000 was not a measure 
of their financial standing. There was 


no account whatever showing their liabilities. 
Master—You run no risk in a month's 
delay. 
DEFENDANT'S PAID UP CAPITAL. 
Mr. Kelly~The comment I make is that it 
is not an answer to my claim for a liquidated 
demand, which 1s a demand since 1927. The 
last ma“ says: “The present total paid 


up capital of the defendants is £66,000, and 
they are a _ perfectly solvent and most 
prosperous company. If they are, they 


should pay their debts. That is the answer 
to that, as any solvent and prosperous com- 
pany does. 

Master—That is a 
peeagrapa 1.C. 

Mr. Kellvy—What I would suggest is this: 
that the counter-claim 1s trivial in comparison 
with the size of the claim. brought in this 
action. There should be immediate judgment 
in the action, and let the defendants proceed 
by a separate action for what they say here 
should be the subject of a counter-claim. 

Mr. Kelly added that it was suggested ‘in 
Clause C of paragraph 1 of the defendants’ 
affidavit that the defendants desired to 
counter-claim for damages for breach of 
Clause 2 of the agreement by running ‘bus 
services contrary to the terms of that clause ; 
but there was not a word set forth in any 
way proving the alleged facts to sustain that 
‘oy This was a matter that was regarded 

y the Railways Company as being of con- 
siderable importance, and he called attention 
to Clause 2 of the agreement, which was as 
follows :—‘‘ The contractors shall, in their 
own name only and at their own expense, 
supply, equip, maintain and work motor 
omnibuses for any authorised service, selected 
as hereinafter provided on the terms herein- 
after contained. No other contractor shall 
be employed by the company during the term 
of this agreement to operate authorised 
services for passengers. save that the 
competty is to be at liberty to contract with 
other undertakers in respect of ihe area served 
by the company s lines between Dublin and 

ray, and ¢aving further all existing artan 
ments which ate to be terminated by t fie 
company within a period not exceeding twelve 
months, atid taviby the right «i the com- 
pany to run summer toad services as hereto- 
fore.” There was not a word of evidénce 
that there had heen the slightest breach of 
that article or that agreement.

{BEFORE MR. JUSTICE SULLIVAN, MR. 
JUSTICE HANNA AND MR. JUSTICE 0’ BYRNE) 
Reserved judgment was delivered in the 
case of Edward Phelan v. the Minister for 
Local Government and Public Health, which 
had been argued on a motion, made on behalf 
of Mr. Phelan, to make absolute a condi- 
tional order of mandamus addressed to the 
Minister requiring him to fix the amount of 
Mr. Phelan’s pension as standing solicitor to 
the Jate Carrickmacross Rural District Coun- 
cil, pursuant to the povisions of Section 8 of 
the Local Government Act, 1919. The Coun- 
cil had been dissolved, and it was contended 
on behalf of the Minister that Mr. Phelan, 
being a solicitor paid by way of taxed costs, 
did not come within the term “ officer ” in 
Section 45 of the Local Government Act, 
1925, and that therefore Section 8 of the 
Act of 1919 did not apply to his case. 

Mr. Justice Hanna, delivering the judg- 
ment of the Court, said that at any time 
after the passing of the Act of 1919, and 
before the Act of 1925, Mr. Phelan had the 
right that he now claimed, and the only ques- 
tion was whether the 1925 Act deprived him 
of it. It defined ‘ pensionable officer”’ as 
including any person duly appointed stand- 
ing solicitor ‘of a local body Bmw the pass- 
ing of the Act. Was Mr. Phelan an “ officer 
of a local body ’’? The Minister said he 
was not, because, notwithstanding al! the 
Acts, he was paid by costs. His lordship 
was of opinion that the method of payment 
had now become irrejevant to the status of 
an Officer, so far as a solicitor was concerned. 
once they found that he was duly appointed 
in his capacity of standing solicitor to a 
local authority, and had statutory inclusion 
in the category of pensionable officer. An 
officer who was not pensionable was entitled, 
under Section 43, if he so desired to serve 
the notice to restrain his rights, 1f any, under 
any prior Act to a gratuity. Further. on the 
language of Sections 42 and 43, his lordship 
was of opinion that the word “ officer ” in 
Section 45, upon the meaning of which the 
section ‘andl úilil be read to include not 


only ‘officers’ in the narrow sense 
but also those who were ‘“‘deemed to be 
pensionable officers,”’ or included bv enact- 
ment in that term. It, therefore. followed 
that Mr. Phelan had the rights as an officer 
who was pensionable. The. Minister accord- 
ingiv should have entertained his appeal 


upon the disputes with the local authorities 


The motion to make absolute the con- 
ditional order must be made absolute, with 
costs to the prosecutor.
